Card Coupons Open Doors 


PLAYING-CARD COUPON plan is explained to customer (right) by Foy 
Kincaid and brother Lloyd Baird of Baird s Cleaners 


With a door opener that results in over 100 phone 
calls a week. Baird Cleaners of Boise, Idaho, feels it has 
hit the promotion jackpot. On each call on a new cus- 
tomer the routeman presents a sample playing card, 
used as a coupon. He explains that for this coupon and 
14 more, one given with each dollar's worth of dry- 
cleaning, the customer will receive a deck of plastic 
paving cards

cards come in two designs, each in one of two 
This gives the customer a chance to get four 
different decks, enough tor two complete Canasta 
decks. The cards cost around 97 cents a deck, and 20.000 
of the sample card coupons cost $360. 

There is a large playing card poster in the plant 
store and one at each branch. Routemen carry instruc- 
tion folders telling how to obtain the gift decks. Each 
routeman also wears a lapel card giving his name and 
reading, “Ask me about the new plastic playing cards 
given free. 

Each customer given a sample coupon card _ is 
checked on a master control list. All new-customer 
calls at which a sample coupon are placed are listed 
in a separate book and checked when the first order 
comes in. In this way the management has an accurate 
count on the amount of cleaning brought in per cus- 
tomer where the coupons are used, and can check 
back to see how much cleaning the customer sent in 
during a similar period before the coupon cards were 
used 

Between 1,000 and 1,200 customers are saving the 
coupons, and the number is growing. According to Mr 
Baird, the cards do actually increase both the number 
of orders and the dollar total of individual orders. 
He doesn't know how long the results will continue 


but to date they have been surprisingly good.

Faster and Better Belt Cleaning 


Belt-cleaning 
time has been cut in 
half by a method de- 
veloped by ( liff 
Morgan, at Mor- 
gan Cleaners in 
Decatur, Georgia.

ing. The remaining belts are rolled tightly starting with 
the buckle, which is held in the right hand, and wrap 
ping around the buckle with the left hand. 

Six belts rolled in this manner are placed in a 
corner ot a nvlon net The corner of the bag holding 
the belts is firmly tied off on the outside with a cord 
In the other corner of the bag six more rolled belts 
are tied off in a similar manner 

The bag containing the belts is then placed in the 


wheel and given a 10-minute solvent rinse, then ex- 
tracted in the net, removed and hung to dry in the 
dryroom 

Mr. Morgan reports that having the belts rolled 


and firmly tied in the bag prevents mechanical agita- 
tion or rubbing on the buckle covering. Previously. when 
the belts were given a 10-minute run in the wheel with- 
out being rolled and tied in the net there was some 
damage to buckle coverings 

“By timing runs.” \ir. Morgan savs, “we have found 
that we can clean the majority of our belts in the wheel 
in half the time required by hand brushing. And we 
get a better quality job. cleaner than a hand-brushed 
belt and with no lining shrinkage.”

7. Finally, Mr. Johnson says the women have a na- 
tural ability to recognize what can be done with a gar- 
ment at the repair department.

The drivers keep complete records on sheets which 
are a combination route log, driver's record and cus 
tomer-control sheet. At the top of each sheet is the 
name, address and phone number of the customer, also 
occupation and any other pertinent information, Below 
are ruled sections for day-by-day and week-by-week 
records of business from the customer. The drivers 
write up their own invoices; one copy goes into this file 
and is later posted to keep up the customer-control 
record 

In each truck is a frame for the route file, made of 
*,-inch plywood, 14 inches long and 7 inches wide, with 
file spindles in the center. The frame is held by two 1- 
inch pieces of flat iron welded to the top section of the 
instrument panel. The board is kept from sliding back 
and forth by small pegs in the metal pieces which fit 
into holes in the bottom of the plywood.

Cigarettes especially, as well as other 
types of accidentally applied heat, will result in hard 
leather and pre kering of the fur toward the burn.

Natural oil has been taken 
out by some means, resulting in crackly, sandy, very 
white leather. If moistened, it is liable to disintegrate

7. Faded, dull lining or fur. Careful note should 
be made of any color change. The customer notices 
first color and luster, and those are likely to be the 
first things she kicks about 


Recording Defects 

The results of careful inspection should be ac- 
curately recorded, and the customer promptly informed 
of any detects found in her garment 

There are many systems of handling inspection 
detail and paperwork. Descriptive notes are sometimes 
attached to invoices. Check lists prepared forms and 
charts are also used 

One system in use offers a dual advantage. First, it 
is a visual-aid device tor recording defects accurately, 
and second, it can be used to inform the customer of 
Inspection findings 

\ strong cardboard tag. about 3 by 6 inches. is 
prepared, with a string looped through a reinforced 
evelet at one end. On one or both sides of the tag are 
outline drawings of the front and back of a standard 
tur coat. These drawings should be large enough so 
that the location and extent of any defects can be 
marked with a red pencil.

Q. A friend of

2. The higher vapor pressure of trichlor 
ethylene makes solvent recovery diffi 


lt in recovery-drying equipment de 
signed for perchlorethylene. Greater va 
por losses from equipment leaks occur 
And during distillation, still and con 


denser vent losses run higher 


3. The difference in boiling points of the 
two solvents increases the possibility of 


boil-overs during distillation 


> 


Q. We distill our per- 
chlorethylene twice 
daily and get clear 
solvent on each dis- 
tillation. However, the solvent in the 
machine is deeply colored by closing 
time. The filter is used regularly, and we 
have been adding a large scoop of acti- 
vated carbon per load. A complete clean- 
out of the system is required every week. 
What do you recommend? 


A, Poor filtration is the real problem 
We suggest cleaning the filter, storage 
tank and still. Reassemble the filter 
screens and precoat them with coarse 


«rained precoater powder (6-8 qts. pec 
1000 gal. hr. filter capacity).Thoroughly 
mix one part activated carbon with 
10-15 parts of sweetener powder. On 
each run, add one to two quarts per 100 
ibs. of fabrics ahead of the pump—not 
on the fabrics. Back-wash filter to still 
when pressure reaches 15 lbs. gauge and 
distill once or twice daily. 


Q. Every 60 days we 
cut through a door gas- 
ket. What can we do to 
extend their wear? 


A. Try cutting the gasket a little longer 
than the surface to be covered and start 
at the top of the door. Tap the gasket 
into the groove and work toward the 
starting point. When finished, be sure 
that the gasket surface is smooth and 
uniform 


In operation, keep the gasket face 
lint-free and check it frequently during 
the working day. When closing the ma- 
chine, shut the door snugly. Do not 
force the gasket by twisting the handle 
or wheel 


Q. My operator insists 
on leaving the water 
separator open on my 
synthetic machine. 
Should he do this? 


A. He certainly should not if you have 
a “‘closed"’-type water separator. These 
units are equipped with a tightly sealed 
water container, usually a glass jar. If 
the operator leaves this off, some of the 
solvent may be discharged continuously 
from the water outlet. Also, solvent 
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vapor is lost during extracting and 
drying cycles. Asa result, a considerable 
amount of solvent will be wasted with a 
corresponding loss in over-all efficiency. 

If your operator insists on leaving off 
the glass jar, place a large container on 
the floor and run a plastic hose from the 
water outlet to the container. If you do 
this, be sure the lower end of the hose 
is kept below the water level in the 
container. 


Q. We have noticed 
your recent mention 
of precoater and 
sweetener powders. 
Please explain the dif- 
ference. Why do you 
insist on adding sweetener powder on 
each run? 


ALA precoater powder is an inactive, 
coarse-grained, diatomaceous earth de- 
signed to provide a porous drainage bed 
against the filter screen or cloth. Its 
primary purpose is to provide good 
drainage through the filtering medium. 

Sweetener powder is an activated, 
finer-grained powder which reacts with 
or adsorbs free fatty acids and many 
other solubles present in the solvent. 
The powder and the fatty acids are then 
removed on the filtering surface. Be- 
cause it is finer-grained, sweetener pow- 
der gives a filter bed that is consider- 
ably less porous than that provided by 
the coarser precoater powder. 


“Leafing” occurs when filter powder 
is not used on each load. This condition 
results from the overloading of any 
given surface with compressible solids 
and slimy insolubles removed from the 
fabric load. The use of powder on each 
load distributes this soil uniformly 
throughout the filter bed. Care should 
be taken in adding the proper amount 
of filter powder to the load 


Normal usage of filter aids calls for: 


1. 3-4 lbs. (6-8 qts.) precoater powder 
per 1000 gal. hr. filter capacity 


2. 1-2 lbs. (1-2 qts.) sweetener powder 
per 100 Ibs. of fabrics cleaned.

How to determine the effect of pipe and 


fittings on steam, water or air pressure

Thew re what permit turning corners, 
splitting the flow, turning right around, or any other 
maneuver your machinery or plant layout requires 
They do it, though, at a price. That price is resistance 


to flow or friction loss.* 


In other words, 
once you get water, 
steam or air flow- 
ing in one direction 
and try to change 
it the moving 
stream slows down. 
It slows down so 
much that it resists 
the push behind it. 
The amount it re- 


sists differs with 
the fitting (Fig. 1) 
and is called the 


friction loss. Sup- 
pose you're supply- 
ing a steam press. 
It works best at a 
certain pressure. 
Therefore you have 
to develop enough 
steam pressure at 
the boiler to over- 
come all friction 
losses between 
boiler press

How do you go about determining the effect of 
pipe and fittings on steam, water or air pressure? It 
pays to know the range of materials used in the piping 
and also how to read the manufacturer's service rating 
marks.* 

The materials are few: brass, iron, steel and mallea- 
ble iron. Brass or bronze is never used for temperatures 
above 550° F and is usually limited to 450° F tops. 
Iron comes in several grades—cast iron for small valves 
and fittings; high tensile alloys for large valves; certain 
special alloy grades for the medium metal thickness 
services. Steel works for high pressures and tem- 
peratures and when working conditions are considered 
tough. Malleable iron is particularly suited for screwed 
fittings 

Most valves and fittings have two service ratings.* 
The steam rating is graduated according to the tem- 
peratures at which the fittings must work (allowable 
Fig. 3). At low temperatures the safe working 
pressure* of piping materials is greater than it is at 
the steam rating. This is because metals become softer 
at higher temperatures, reducing the resistance to 
pressures within the fittings. A cold water rating is 
designated by the mark WOG stamped on the fittings 
standing for cold water, oil, gas or non-shock. 

The markings that appear on the pipe fitting ex- 
press the rating in terms of steam pressure and tem- 
perature. Steel ratings are different. Cast and forged 
steel valves and fittings bear a mark such as 150, 300 
600 (Fig. 2). These figures denote maximum pressure 
at a certain maximum temperature For instance, a 600- 
psi steel valve may be suited for 600-psi service under 
temperatures up to 900° F. But if the steam tempera- 
ture goes up to 1000° F the valve is good for only 
up to 380 psi
